A review of the Army service record on file at the Adjutant 
General's Office, Demobilized Personnel Records Branch, Department of the 
Army, for FRANCIS P. YOCKEY, Army Serial No. 16084528, indicates that 
he enlisted in the U. S. Army on May 20, 1942 and entered on active duty 
on May 20, 1942 at Kalamsoo, Michigan. He was honorably discharged on 
July 14, 1943 as a Private from the Headquarters, Camp Gordan, Georgia, 
by reason of Certifieate of Disability. , 


The records reflect that YOCKEY was absent without leave as 
a deserter from September 21, 1942 to November 22, 1942, at which time 
he was returned to military control at Camp Gerdon, Georgia. 


There is contained in the file the proceedings of a Board of 
Medical Officers which convened in order te determine whether YOCKEY 
should be discharged under a Certificate of Disability. The payohiatric 
examination indicated marked delusions of persecution in which he 
involved many people in his environment. There were ideas af grandeur 
present and he said that he was better than anyone else. He involved 
prominent people in his delusional system. He admitted auditory 
hallucinations and stated that he heard the voice of his father talking 
to him from time to time. It was recommended by the Board that YOCKEY 
be discharged by reason of Certificate of Disability due to Dementia 
Praecox, Paranoid type, cause undetermined.

This contained a statement of the fundamental points of the policy 
of the ELF and the actual authors were YOCKEY, BLYTHE, CdESHAM 
and GANNON. A digest of "Imperium" appeared stressing ostensibly 
the opposition of ELF to all democratic forces. The brochure was 
written in such a way as to suggest that a conference of European 
figures had been held in London and that this was Proclamation. 
It is believed that the conference was in fact merely a meeting 
ot of a few nonenties in London under the skillful guidance of the 
G. U. S. Lawyer YOCKEY. Since this time J. P>~HUXLEY-BBYTHE has main-!°,'. 
tained a constant interest in the organization of itrternational 
conferences of this character. The London Conference was said to 
have occurred in 1943, The crudity of the ELF in making use of 
the methods of American sensationalism, while advocating European 
and anti-United States policies, was a principal reason for the 
failure to make a notable imrression in England. 
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At the end of 1949 arrangements were made for the publi- 
cation of a cyclostyled four-page bulletin entitled "Frontfighter" 
“ i\ the oravh of the European Liberation Front. YOCKEY selected P. J.$ 
_ kes ONYUXLEY-SSYTHE to be editor of the "Frontfighter", The editorial 
Zor+ y Office was 23 Wensley Avenue, Fleetwood,Englend. In production of 
} this bulletin HUXLSY-BLYTHE worked in the closest collaboration 
with YOCKEY and GANNON. 


During the neri‘od of the prenaration for launching the 
ELF, a private meeting took place in the house of Baroness VON 
PFLUGL, Park Gate West, London. YICKEY immediately launched on 
an attack on the Union Movement wnich he described as an instru- 
ment of U. S. policy. Speaking in German fluently he began to 
‘praise the German policy in Germany, in varticular referring to 
the so-called Army of SEYDLITZ and PAULUS. YOCKEY asked for 
cooperation in order to help him organize secret partisans in 
Western Germany who would be prepared to collaborate with the 
Soviet Military authorities in action against the Western Occupying 
e Powers. YOCKEY, small, dark, of unknown mixed races, pale and 
e intense, walked up and down in the large apartment of the BaronesB, 
speaking of the soul of Germany and its orientation eastwards. 
YOCKEY claimed that if his proposal were accepted we would be 
initiated into a vast and world-wide secret organization, working 
to establish an Authoritarian State, “the real national socialism". 
YOCKEY claimed that this organization was already millions strong 
and that he was a representative of the leader, whose name he kept 
secret. YOCKEY stressed that to start with he did not contemplate 
the use of anti-Jewish propaganda. First of all he wanted to 
found a sensational newsnaper, specializing in anti-American 
agitation. YOCKEY did not exnect to be meeting with persons who 
could evaluate the political implication of SPENGLER and MOELLER.

CHESHAI revealed the fact that he was promoting a 
definite line of policy in seeking collaborators. The main trend 
of this policy was based on "Imnerium" and the concept of YOCKEY, 
BLYTHE and Baroness VON PFLUCL. CHESHAM outlined a nolicy of 
infiltration into all nationalist groups with a view to seizing 
control within or organizing sabotage.
